Scorching Week-end 
Forecast For U. S. 
East Of Rockies

Nearly two-thirds of the United 
States simmered today in the grip of 
a heat wave which has caused more 
| than 200 deaths in four days. 
| A survey of deaths on the heat area 
since thermometers first began shoot- 
ing to record heights four days ago 
showed: Heat deaths, 128; drownings, 
89. 

Five persons were killed by lightning 
in local thunderstorms which accom- 
panied the summer’s first intense heat

“Bread Basket” Has 
Best Harvest In 
Past Six Years 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (U)—Farmers 
and business men of the Southwest are 
facing the most prosperous period they 
have known in six years as a result of 
a bumper wheat harvest which ex- 
ceeded all expectations. 


Estimates of the total wheat pro- 
duction of the nation for this year , 


range from 650,000,000 bushels upward 
—the best yield since 1931. 


The final, official, figure will not be 


known for weeks, until after the spring | 
the 


wheat in the northern part of 
wheat belt is harvested. But with the 
Southwest’s harvest virtually com- 
pleted, indications are that the 650,- 


000,000-bushe] forecast will not be too | 


large. 
In the Southwest, where winter wheat 


is the principal cash crop, the yield ! 


has been uniformly high. 

One of the most encouraging factors 
about this year’s harvest is the price, 
which is higher than it has been in 
many years despite the heavy yield. 

At country elevators, farmers receiv- 
ed prices ranging from 85 cents to 
$1.15, depending on their distance from 
marketing centers. Many farmers, 
however, were reported storing their 
wheat in anticipation of further rises 
in the market. 

The quality of wheat throughout the 


Southwest has been uniformly high, | 


testing generally 60 pounds to the 
bushel and some as high as 62 or 63 
pounds. 

Protein content also was good, ac- 


cording to reports from the milling | 


centers where the new wheat has been 
made into flour. 


Good Weather “Bad” 
For Children 


MILWAUKEE (lP)—A study by pro- 
bation officers revealed that when the 
weather is bad children are good. John 
J. Kenney, chief probation officer of 
the juvenile court, said that juvenile 
delinquency increased 25° per cent in 
the first five months of 1937 over the 
same period of 1936. 

In 1936, Kenney said, snowdrifts and 


zero weather kept children indoors, | 
| but in 1937 the winter was so mild that 


the youths were outdoors much of the 
time and more of them got into 
trouble. 

Kenney said there always is an in- 
verse relationship between the weather 
and child delinquency.

SA FRANCISCO (lP)—A definite and: 
"permanent market exists for smashed , 
,and worn-out airplanes, according to 
‘August Kern, professional bracemaker 
for the medical department of the Un- 
liversity of California. 

In the same way that there is a mar- 
ket for worn-out automobiles and for 
the scrap iron of ocean liners and, 
freighters, the material coming from 
airplanes that have outlived their use- , 
fulness is of the highest value in the 
art of bracemaking, Kern explained. 

The fine metal and tubing from dis- 
carded airplanes, he has found within 
| the past few years, constitutes the best’ 
‘material available for the manufacture 
| of fracture-setting apparatus, over- | 
head pulleys, rods and other appliances 
; necessary in every hospital. Often 
these vary according to each patient 
and must be specially made, but the 
greatest problem has been to find a 
proper material that was sufficiently ' 
light and at the same time strong. 

Kern, a graduate of the University 
of Heidelberg, for a number of years! 
| has specialized exclusively in the man- 
ufacture of hospital braces, surgical ap- 
pliances and casts. Old airplane ma- 
terial, he said, has solved one of his 
most difficult problems.

SOMETHING you can prepare in
